The i-ocoud article of the nc* creed 
deals with tlie subject of thu Divine 
decrees. The frnmers of this article 
have worded it in such a manner 
lliat there is not an Aminlan in the 
land W illi con Id mil clicei fiilly sub- 
scribe lor it. If it becomes part of 
the aiTe|itcd Congregational creed, 
Congregutionalists will no longer 
have the right to cd!l themselves Cal> 
viniNts. -In the yoiin<rer days of the 
seel it was pre-emiiieiil amoiij;all llie 
Calvinislic liodies for the prominence 
whieli il gave to Ihe doelriiies of elee- 
tioif and predestination.

In regard to tin! inspiration of the 
Scriptures the new creed is so worded 
us to be uuobjcctionabic,' cither to 
CanHnal Newmati or tb the RfeV. He- 
ber Xewlon. Article ^'. sa\ s : "Wo 
believe that the Si ripliircs oj'llie Old 
and \ew 'l'es|aiiicii(s arc Ihe recori 



hut I hat every part of the Scriptures 
Is not the work of God. I'hus, the 
framers of Ihe new ci-ecd are content 
Willi alllrming, not thai (he whole 
liilile is infallible, mil that llie wlioli! 
i f il is a revelation from (lod, but 
thai il is a "reeord" of God's revela- 
lion, and, by iinpliralion, a record 
not necessarily free I'k'om errors. 
Tlie liflli article will prove V(!ry sat- 
isfactory lo Mr. Ilccelier, but it is an 
aliaiidonment of thu old otiiodox Ibe- 
ory.of llie mitiiic of the Scriptures. 

Of course the new creed cxpnsses 
extreme protestant views as to the 
Holy Sacraments and the Priesthood.

who were his friends nnd who were not 
Hia enemies were prinsipolly on tho 
water, on the other side ol it, or ollleers 
and sol.iierti sent here to enforce tho 
mandates of a tyrant. His friends were 
liis neighbors, who, in addition to their 
stnigglea for sxistenco in a new oonutry, 
were oppressed by taxation without rep- 
resentation.
